New 5’oi-k, January 10. — .\fti-r an extemled visit to 
El I’aso and the new race course at Juarez, Mex., in 
which he is heavily interest(-<l, James Butler has re- 
turm-<l home enthusiastic ovi-r the pi-os|iects of rac- 
ing. not only in Mexic-o lint in this state. Mr. Butk-r 
made these statements in an interview: 

"Racing in Mexi<-o. particularly at Jiian-z, has 
<-<)ine to sta.v. We start<-<l at Juarez the first of last 
Dei-einber with mau.v ohstacli-s to overcome, but the 
new track, which is one of the finest in North 
America, is actually pa.viiig oxiK-nsi-s. Matt Winn. 
J. G. Follansliec, W. H. Kraft. Senor Terrazas and 
other gentlemen with whom I iK-caine assnciatt-il in 
this venture deserve praise for the way they have 
toil«-d to inuke Juarez racing successful. 

“It was sometliing of an undertakiiig to start out 
with a sport new to the Mexicans and citizens of El 
Paso. Imt Winn and his friends went ubcud and 
built a woiidc-rfiil track. The going was at first 
lic-avy and fast time was out of tin- <|uestioii. but tlie 
trai-k iniprov<-<l :«> rnpidl.v that only the other day 
a mile was run in 1 and a fraction. There are 
in-arl.v 699 horses stabled at Juari-z. and their owners 
and trainers an- a happy lot. Tli»-y did not ex|M-et 
sueh favorable eoiiditioiis when the.v went there, lint 
now that the permaiienc.v of the venture is assureil 
they are very enthusiastic. 

“While it cost several hundreds of tlnaisands of 
didlars to get the plant in ship-shape for raeing. it 
WHS neri-ssar.v to eoiiiplete the <-]iibhoiise and other 
buildings, so we siib.-erilK-iI $209,INHI more to earr.v 
out lliese plans. Tin* pn-s<-iit mis-tiiig will extend 
until well into .Marcli. and next winter we will Im-- 
gili aiiotlier long session under more favorable 
atispii-es. The trolley road has only just iM-i-n <-ar- 
ried to the gates of Hie traek and new cars have 
iK-eii put on. so that for a nickel you c-aii go from 
the heart of El Paso to the grandstand in twenty 
iiiinnt<-s. This is going to help a lot during tin- 
rest of the pres(-iit iin-etiug. 

“33n- linsiin-ss men of El Paso, b.v the wa.v. are 
eiithusiastle over raeing ami what it is going to do 
for that thriving city. Thi-y were greatl.v anno.ved 
some time ago when professional reformers told a 
eoiigressional eniniiiitti-e that there was liit<-iise op- 
imsition to racing at Juarez and they promptl.v sent 
a |H-titioii, signed by several thousand citizens, to 
Wasliiiigtoii asking tliat no action Ihi taken. 
El I’aso is a business c«-uter aiiil is rapidl.v growing. 
I had not Ih-<-ii tln-n- for many years and I was siir- 
prisi-d at the iirogress made. It is a big railroad 
town and very iiineli up to date. 

“Tile .Inarez track iiiaiingeiiieiit, in order to <-dn- 
eate people up to tin- intricacies of raeing and Is-t 
ting, gave out hnndn-ds of complimentary hadgi-s. 
3'h«- cx|M-nses of the track are eoinparatively light. 
Tliere are no det(-<-lives and s|H-<-iaI iMilict-nien to pay 
and other items of expense inenm-d l»y the New 
5'ork tracks ar<- omitted. The erratic weathi-r which 
«-oiu|H-ll<-d the track to shut down in Dec--nilH-r hurt 
the business some and not a little money was lost, 
but 1h<- deficit will lie more than covered before the 
nii-<-tiiig ends. In spite of the eoiinter uttraetioiis at 
Jaeksoiiville, Tanipu and Oakland this winter, Juarez 
will survive and j-oii can say that In-fore ver.v long 
all the leading horsemen will turn to Mexico for 
winter racing. 

“I have just purchased the propert.v located at tlie 
eorm-r of Jerome and Yonkers avenues and will iii- 
clndi- it in the Empire track etieiosiirt-. The pad- 
d<K-k will be <-iilarged and many improvements will 
Ik* iiiade. so tliat the track will be one of tlie la-st 
<«i the iiietropoiitaii eireiiit. We will offer stak<-s of 
the usual vaiip-s and we will do all in our power f«, 
meet the demands of the racing public and the horse- 
men. 

“5'-s. I intend to rac<- a stable of horses here this 
season. 1 have naiiied some highl.v tried two-year- 
olds for some of the leading stakes, but I have not 
as yet engaged a trainer. E. R. Rradley and his 
trainer. W. Hurley, iMiiight the young horses for me 
last ,vi-ar. but that was simply to help me g--t soiiie 
goiKl oii,-s. I tliink racing in Ni-w 5'ork State tliis 
year will be <-Mreuiely |M>pnlar ami I know that 1 
am not alone in this o|iinioii. Racing, for tliat mat- 
ter. is hound to come hack in other parts of tin- 
country. for people are beginning to realize that the 
siiort is uot harmful.”
